MEXICO CITY, Juno 7.—An earthquake at 4 a, m. wrecked several buildings, including 
the artillery 


quarters, where 70 soldiers were buried iu the ruins. The dead and wounded are estimated between 30 and 70. 


Several persons were killed through the coilapse of the building of (he street railroad power plant. 
At 


Buena Vista the street car tracks were twisted. 
The quake was followed by an explosion of gas at the artillery 


barracks which added lo the horror of the scene. 


T: 
.I:,,rk was more severely felt in the western part the city, though .buildings in the central part of 


the <•;!]>:!,•:; v.vrc rocked. 
The only foreigner killed wns a Chinese. 
The artillery quarters ruined by the earthquake 


was a long ii.iv building of ancient construction ncnr the Belem prison used chiefly as a 
government 
arsenal. 


During the recent disturbance large forces of soldiers had been quartered in this building. The Beiem prison is in 


the same locality and also houses a large number of people, its criminal inrantcs reaching at times as high as 


several thousand. Warehouses at the central station collapsed and an engineer was killed, 
A private boarding 


school was wrecked but none of the occupants was injured. 
The national palace had tine of its walls cracked, 


the keystone of one of the arches was displaced. 
The ancient cathedral of Santi Domingo was damaged.

TUBERCULOSIS CASES NEGLECTED 


The time trill soon come when the city of Lowell will be obliged to build 


a tuberculosis hospital. 
The slate w i l l c a r e only for its own cases, as 


required by law and those flint may in one way or another he provided'for 
in the state sanatorium*. Similarly each city is practically responsible for 
its own cases. There is no means of providing any proper treatment for 
local cases at flic Chelrnsford Street, hospital, and hence it may as well 
be acknowledged that there is at present no provision made for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis cases in Lowell with the exception of the summer 
camps of the Lowell General hospital. It is plain, therefore, that this state 


of affairs must, be remedied in the nour future and that the incipient cases 
of tuberculosis must- be taken care of as well as those that have passed I he 
curative stage. 


While a supposed tight is made against tuberculosis by erkcafiona! mid 


hygienic methods, flic fnct remains that this work is greatly discounted 
by the lack of hospital treatment. The city of Lawrence is ahead of us in 
this 'respect, having recently built a tine tuberculosis hospital.

NEGLECTED 


The time will soon come when the city of Lowell will he obliged to build 


a tuberculosis hospital. 
The state will CHrc only for its own cases, as 


required by law mid those that may in one way or another be provided' for 
in the state saiiatoriuins. Similarly each city is practically responsible for 
its own cases. 
Tliere is no means of providing any proper treatment for 


local cases at the Chclmsford Street hospital, and hence it inny as well 
be acknowledged (hat there is at present no provision made for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis cases in Lowell with the exception of the summer 
camps of (he Lowell General hospital. It is plain, therefore, that this state 
of affairs must be remedied in the near future and that the incipient cases 
of tuberculosis must be taken cure of as well as (hose that have passed the 
curative stage. 


While a supposed light is marie agninst tuberculosis by educational ntid 


hygienic methods, the fact remains lhat this work is greatly discounted 
by the lack of hospital treatment. The city of Lawrence is ahead of us in 
this respect, having recently built a line luberatlosis hospital.
